motor car from London yesterday to 
meet Henry W. Marsh, who arrived 
on the Acqultania.

Just before retiring Mr. Guggen- 


heim complained of pains in the chest 
which be attributed to indigestion. 
Tills morning he was too indisposed 
to take breakfa* and a physician 
w*s sent for but he died before the 
doetor arrived. 


For sometime Mr. Guggenheim had 


not keen in the best of'health and It 
U understood he h*fl-» sHght-stroke- 
» short time a«o but h«4 been able 
to get about and ha* arranged «•» «• 
turn to New York by next Saturday's 
steamer.

1—That. Ihc Greek evacuation of Thrace shall be carried out within 


fifteen days. 


2—That the Greek civil autliorit ies including the gendarmerie shall be 


withdrawn as soon as possible. 


3—That as the Greek authorities withdrew the civil powers will be 


handed over to the allied authorltie s who will transmit them to the Turk- 
ish authorities on the same day- 


4—That this transfer shall be wholly concluded throughout eastern 


Thrace within a minimum period of thirty days after, the evacuation 
of the Greek troops has been concluded.

•architecture to. environment have too often 
been forgotten. 


These are the considerations .which should receive most atten- 
tion, and greatest'of these is simplicity.

and better than others. In some eases buildings of rare beauty 
lave resulted. Speaking generally, however, there is much room 
for improvement. Our sense of art has been educated up to the 
point where we Ttnow that neither magnitude nor gaudy magnif i- 
"cence are essential to attractiveness. Most of us will be able 
to recall some'little-white chapel in a valley, or perhaps 
a 


"Little Brown Church in the Dell", as the old song runs, which 
,was a thing of beauty anc\ a veritable jewel in memory.
